A Serious Charge. 
Criminal Assault on a Littie cir! 

A charge was made before A. F. Wood, 
J. P., Monday night, by Edward McQuillen, 
to the effeet that bis little step-daughter, 
Ellen, aged six years, bad been criminally 
assaulted by one George Levis, a lad some 16 
years of age. The parties reside near 
Bannockburn. A warrant was isened and 
placed in the hands of Chief Hoff, and early 
Tuesday morning the case was tried before 
Mr. Wood. Evidence was given by the 
child, the mother and father, and Dr. Dafoe, 
who had examined the child by the direction 
of the magistrate. After hearing the evidence 
the Magistrate decided to commit the 
prisoner for trial, and a warrant of commit- 
ment was made out and the prisoner was 
taken to jail. The assault was alleged to 
haye taken place on Monday afternoon, and 
inside of twenty hours the party charged was 
in the jail at Belleville. 

The facts so far as can be stated, as 
developed by the testimony, are as follows: — 
The family to which Levis belongs came into 
the neighborhood within the last six months; 
an acquaintance sprang up between the 
families, and an exchange of horses made. 
The children of the prisoner's family came 
often to MeQuillen’s. There were three 
amall children at McQuillen's, the child 
Ellen being the eldest. It appears that a 
younger brother had enticed the child away 
from the family about a week ago, and 
assaulted her. On Monday last the father 
and ‘mother were working in the hay field in 
the afternoon. The boy Leyis came about 
noon, or after the parents were in the field, 
to return a hotse that had been borrowed. 
Finding the parents away he enticed the 
child into the stable and assaulted her. On 
the return of the mother to get tea, about 5 
p- m., she found the boy amd child at the 
house, The boy left, and from the actions 
of the child she questioned her and found as 
above stated. She at once went for the hus- 
band. He took the child to the stables and 
she pointed the place and repeated the state. 
ment made to the mother. The result was a 
complaint to A. F. Wood, J. P., and the 
committal of bevis to jail. The frequency of 
such cases all over the country is'startling, 
and there seems to be no remedy but severe 
punishment by imprisonment and the lash. 
It is but fair to say that the prisoner denies 
the charge, and claims there is a conspiracy 
between the father and mother. This will 
be hard to believe in the face of the testi- 
mony of the child, parents, and Dr. Dafoe. 
It is to be hoped he will have » speedy trial. 
Parents should bé careful of their little girls 
in view of the many startling cases of a 
similar character.

England's Drink Bill. 


The advocates of oe point 
regretfully to the fact that last year there 
was an increase in the consumption of in- 
toxicating beverages in the United Kingdom 
to an amount which represented an expendi- 
ture of nearly £8,000,000, or $40,000,000. 
Estimating the population at 37,800,000, 
each man, woman and child spent, on the 
average, in the year 1889, $1 more in the 
purchase of intoxicating liquor than in the 
year 1888. The two great items of increase 
were in spirits and beer, the increase in the 
latter item amounting to an expenditure of 
nite $25,000,000. It is pointed out that 
this indicates that the increased consumpticn 
of liguor was almost entirely due to inereared 
pu on the part of the wage earning 
classes. Times were better, the earnings 
from work were larger, and as a consequence 
a very considerable part of these was turned 
Into drink, It is shown by the goverhment 
statistics that the outlay for intoxicating 
liquors was larger in 1889 than in any year 
during the past decade. On the other hand, 
it is well to state ‘hat there were certain 
years between 1870 and 1879 when the con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquors was ver 
much larger than it was last year, althoug 
the population of the United Kingdom was 
considerably smaller. Thus in 1876 the 
value of the liquor consumed was $75,000,000 


greater than in the year IS8S9; and 
the average for the ten years from 
1870 to 1879 gives an annual con- 
sumption fully ,000,000 greater in 


value than the annual average consumption 
between 1880 and 1889. Still, considerin 
the relatively small earnings of the Englis 
workingmen, it is a sad commentary on the 
slow growth of temperance in the United 
Kin ae that last year there were consum- 
ed there intoxicating beverages to the value 
of $650,000,000, an amount about equal to 
the entire military expenditures of all of 
the nations of western and central Eurore ; 
or, to state the same thing in another form, 
for every head of population there was an 
expenditure for strong drink of $17, or per 
fainily of five persons of $85 during the 
ear. _ This is a tremendous outlay when it 
is considered that all but an insignificant 
fraction of it ie an entirely unnecessary 
tification of the appetite, and, to a large 
Teh: tends to lessen the productive act- 
ivity of the people. Thus, foreach family

; was consumed, on the average, 140 gal- 
‘ lons of beer, 5 ev oos of spirits and 24 gal- 
lons of wine.

The Prince is indeed a very hard-workin 
man, for his life consists of a constant ras 
from pla-e to place, and from duty to duty ; 
but nothing is neglected and nothing forgot- 
ten. _ In the matter of tours, blending pub- 
lic, social, and private functions, the Prince 
has done, and continues to do, an amount 
of work that has never been equalled, much 
less excelled. During his Indian visit he 
was always engaged in some interesting 

ublic business, and varying his ceremon- 
ial and Royal duties with recreations of an 
active and exhilarating nature. It has been 
the same with his European tours. No living 
man has received more public addressea, or 
conversed with more of the public men of all 
countries, or had better opportunities of ac- 
goring the most cosmopolitan information. 
The renee rapidity, and variety of these 
quasi-public tours once furnished Punch 
with the materials for a humorous tale of 
magic and mystery. An ambitious mortal 
was depicted as intent upon following an il- 
lustrious person in his travels by means of a 
magic opera hat, which conveyed him from 
place to place.

They are short, kindly, and ap- 
preciative, obviously bearing about them 
the rag ed the Prince of Wales’s individ- 
uality.. Not only has His Royal Highness a 
remarkable memory for duties, etc., but also 
for faces and names. Once seen, fhey are 
never forgotten. 

It is @ common remark by those who 
know the life of tho Prince, that if he had 
been a private gentleman instead of Prinse 
of Wales, he would have made the most 
distinguished statesman the world has scen, 
for he seems to possess the happy knack of 
being able to grasp anumber of subjects at 
one time, and always saying and doing the 
right thing at the right timeand in the right 

lace. 

Many people who are disposed to exag- 
gerate every little incident and to cavil at 
every trifling action, are slways on thelook- 
out for incidents regarding the way the 
Prince spends h s Continental Sundays. We 
would beg to remind sttch, thatthoug' it is 
well know how fond His Royal Highness is 
of horses and all appertaining to them, yet 
he has never seen the ‘Grand Prix de Paris” 
run, simply because iti s om the English Sab- 
hath.

Canada's Wheat Sarpina. 


According to t'\c present indications Can- 
ada will have more \heat to export this year 
than during any year in the history of the 
country. The two provinces specially in- 
terested in wheat growing, tario and 
Manitoba, have excellentcrops. In Ontario 
alarge partof the crop is harvested and 
some threshing has beendone. In Manitoba 
all that is necessary to mature the t 
crop the province has yet grown is a week or 
two of fine weather. Ontario will have an 
enormous crop of fall wheat. The low price 
of barley last year and the uncertainty of 
United States: legislation regarding barley 
duties had theeffect of turning more atten- 
tion to wheat. The acreage has been large- 
ly increased, and as it was 826,537 last year 
it is probably not far from 1,000,000 this 
year. In 1887 it was nearly 900,000. Add- 
ed to the increased acreage ia the certainty 
of one ef the best crops in many years. The 
average yield during the zoe vom 1882 to 
1888 was 18,768,000 but this year it is very 
ee that it will not be short of 25,000,- 


Placing the spring wheat crop at 9,-| 


248,000, the average for the years between 
1882-8, the total Ontario wheat crop will be 
over 34,000,000 bushels. Manito ~ 
every promise of being a big wheat producer 
this year. According to Government re- 
turns it has 746,058 acres under wheat cul- 
ture and the whole crop’ is looking excel- 
lent. The assistant president of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway estimates the c at 
18,000,000 bushels and the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment computes it at 20,000,000: bushels. 
Tt straws show which way the- wind blows, 
Canada will send her ships abroad well 
laden with this pool grain. The total 
Canadian crop will probably be considerably 
in excess of 50,000,000 bushels. The hay 
has been so heavy that some country papers 
are assorting that-it has been careleasly sav- 
ed, owing to the low prices. If true, it was 
a precions poor policy.

The English navel mancenvres of this 
year are based on different principles from 
those which have controlled these operations 
in care. It has been found that 
these make-believe wars are of great advan- 

in brimging ont the weaknesses in the 
naval defence of England, and in givin 
contidence to the officers and men oomaueied 
wisli the navy. Flag officers have had to 
devise st eal tombinationa, and to 
carry thei into effect ; captams have found 
thewerives in positions of responsibility o, 
Which their action was poverned by ‘con. 
tiderations similar to those which would pre- 
veil in real war ; ships’ companies fave nad 
te accommodate themselves to the conditions 
inseparable from restless cruising at high 
specs, and the wecessity of keeping a keen 
and prolonged lookout tor the enemy. It 
is casy, of course, to poke fun at these sham 
hattlesen the eens, in which a great deal 
of noise is made by the firing of heavy guns, 
but no onc is bart, On the other haud, it 
cannot be denied that the experience that 
has-been gained by the English naval 
authorities as the result of these operations 
would prove of inestimable value in the 
event of an actual war. It is hardly likely 
that the great military and naval nations fo 


— 


the old world would indulge in these pre- | 


tended contests if they were not eure that 
they had a practical value. As we have 
said above, the English naval mancuvres 
of thie year will be carried on a ditierent 
theory from those which have controlled 
these operations in the past. On other oc- 
gasiona the available fleet has been divided 
between the Englieh and the suppositious 
enemy, and the latter has endeavored 
either to capture the English fleet, to take, 
fora time at least, some of the great com- 
mercial ports, or to hold one of the channel 
ports for a sufficient length of tine to per- 
mit of the assumed landing in England of 
au invading army. 

This the effort of the enemy is to be 
di to the work of cutting England off 
from her foreign supplies-——supplics which 
are necessary for her sicslonged existence. 
The hostile consists of eight battleshi 
and eleven cruisera and gunshi The 
British fleet consists of nine battleships and 
tourteen cruisers and gun vessels, each ficet 
having in addition twelve torpedo boats. 
The enemy is given twenty-four hours’ start 
from its base, after which war will be con- 
sidered begun, to be continued ten days, 
and the British fleet will put to sea, with 
the object either of ¢ eng and defeating 
the enemy or of compelling him to seek pro- 
tection at his base. Theentire waters ten 
miles from the shore between England, Iré® 
land and France, into which converges the 
great foreign commerce of England, is sup- 

sed to be the area within which theenemy's 

eetis operating. If for ten days he can 
maintain himeelf within this area without be- 
ing beaten and driven away by the Englieh 
fleet, or forced to seek a base of supplies, then 
it will be considered that the enemy has 
attained his end, and victory will be accord- 
ed tohim. Tzat is, it would be assumed 
andersuch conditiéns, even thoagh merchant

Cardinal Newman on the Oatholio Church. 


A deputation from the conference of the 
Catholic Truth Seciety, which is necting at 
Birmingham, went to the Oratory on July 
18th, and were taken in to Cardinal New- 
man, who bad gone down to the recreation- 
room of the Fathers. “The Bishop of Salford, 
after a few preliminary words of congratu- 
lation, read a resolution which was passed 
the day before by the conference, and the 
Cardinal sitting in his chair, made this re- 


fi dear friends,-—I wish, both in thought 
and ladeenae, as far as I can, to thank you, 
as I do very heartily. [ thank you for your 
affection ; it is the affection of ee sorls, 
I could say a great deal, but I will only pray 
that God may sustain and put His confirma- 
tion upon what you do. I give you ever 
good wish. Your society is one which 
makes us feel the sadness of the days through 
which we have » when the Church of 
Christ wanted those assistances of publica- 
tions which Protestants ' eased in such 
abundance. I envied both the matter and 
the intention of those publications, It is a 
cruel thing that oar faith has been debarred 
from the possibility of lively action ; but it 
was no fault of Catholics. They have been 
80 pressed and distracted from the formation 
of any policy, that the Church has had to 
depend on only a few heads, and the man- 
agement of a iw. This has been the cause 
of the absence of interest and of popular 
publications among Catholics. But now 
there is no reason why we should not have 
the power which has haloes this been in the 
hands of Protestants, whose zeal, howevor, I 
have always admired. But the reward is 
for us at hand, ag we must thank God for 
giving vasuch’a hope. I may say of myself 
that I have had much sorrow that the hopes 
and the prospects of the Church have sown 
so little sign of brightening. There has 
been, there is now, agreat opposition against 
the Church; but this time and this day are 
the beginnings of its revelation. I have had 
despondency ; but the hour has come when 
we may e€ good use, and practical use, 
of the privileges which God iven us.
